U-turn over future of libraries 


IT IS NOW official, Somer¬ 
set County Council has re¬ 
versed its decision 
regarding library closures, 
following a high court de¬ 
cision that declared the 
proposal unlawful. 

A major investment in 
technology and the rein¬ 
statement of previously 
reduced library services 
was confirmed at the 
council's meeting on 
Wednesday. A £600,000 
capital investment in 
equipment will enable li¬ 
brary users to "self-serve" 
when checking books and 
other items into and out

of some of the county's 
busiest libraries. 

Councillors also ap¬ 
proved the reinstatement 
of previously reduced 
opening hours in 23 li¬ 
braries and the reintro¬ 
duction of four 
discontinued mobile li¬ 
braries. Funding for 11 li¬ 
braries that had been 
planned to end by April 
this year will now con¬ 
tinue. 

The decision follows the 
recent Judicial Review 
which quashed the coun¬ 
cil's decision to make 
changes to the Library 
Service. 

In making the decision, 
Councillor Lawrence, cab¬ 
inet member for commu¬ 
nity services, also outlined 
the council's approach to 
deciding the future fund¬ 
ing and shape of the Li¬ 
brary Service. Elected 
members will consider 
the future of the service as 
part of a service review 
due to start in April, 2012. 
All of the Councils serv¬ 
ices are being reviewed 


over the next 18 months. 

The council aims to in¬ 
stall self-service technol¬ 
ogy into its ten busiest 
libraries, which will in¬ 
clude Chard, and opening 
hours are due to be rein¬ 
stated by Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 6th at Chard, 
Crewkerne and llminster. 
Funding for South Pether- 
ton will not be withdrawn. 


A PAYMENT barrier is to be installed at 
Crewkerne Community Recycling Site to op¬ 
erate from Monday, January 16th. 

This will automate collection of the £2 entry 
fee and the issuing of receipts.The barrier is 
expected to save time for customers and free 
up one staff member to assist colleagues in 
site management instead of collecting entry 
fees. 

Entry fees were introduced in April for four 
Community Recycling Sites, including Crewk¬ 
erne, to avoid closure. 

Crewkerne Community Recycling Site 
opens Saturday 8am-4pm, Sunday 8am-1 pm, 
Monday 8am-7pm, Tuesday-Wednesday 8am- 
4pm, and closes Thursday-Friday. There are 
no extra costs at Crewkerne to deposit rub¬ 
bish or almost 30 household materials for re¬ 
cycling, including beverage cartons and 
low-energy light bulbs, but charges for hard¬ 
core, soil, tyres and gas bottles are in addition 
to the entry fee and start at £2.90.

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Volunteers help to keep a special project going

V OLUNTEERS are 
the backbone of 
many organisa¬ 
tions but for Lilias Ah- 
meira at Special Horses for 
Special Children, near 
Chard, they have literally 
held together the whole 
project. 

The business offers sen¬ 
sory therapy among horses 
to children with autism, 
behavioural and sensory 
development issues and 
was featured as the Somer¬ 
set Chamber of Commerce 
New Business of the Year 
in October. 

Shortly after that presen¬ 
tation near tragedy befell 
the founder, Lilias, when 
she suddenly lost the feel¬ 
ing in her legs. She was 
rushed to hospital where 
she underwent emergency 
surgery for exploded discs 
in her spine and was told 
there was no guarantee her 
nerves would not be per¬ 
manently damaged. She 
returned home grateful she 
was still able to walk but 
with a certain degree of 
loss of feeling in her lower 
body. She was told not to 
ride but to alternate walk¬ 
ing, sitting and lying down 
throughout her day. 

In the midst of the chaos, 
bookings were increasing 
at Special Horses which 
had only been running for 
a year and was still trying 
to gain charitable status. 
Word had got out about the 
work being done there and 
special schools were mak¬ 
ing regular visits. Thanks 
to the group of dedicated 
volunteers, the children 
did not have to be turned 
away while Lilias took a 
complete break. 

With a passion for what 
she does, she could not 
stay away for long, how¬ 
ever, and has now set up a 
camp bed in the yard of¬ 
fice where she can conduct 


much of her business hori¬ 
zontally, and is able to 
move around enough to 
spend some time with the 
visitors and guiding the 
volunteers and staff. 

The work they are doing 
is a two-way street for the 
volunteers who say they 
have all gained a lot them¬ 
selves by taking part in the 
equine therapy sessions. 

One of the volunteers is 
Robyn Back, who has 
worked with horses all her 
life. She heard about Spe¬ 
cial Horses whilst visiting 
a trick training centre in 
Wales. When she came to 
see her father in Donyatt 
last June, she decided to be 
nosy and found herself 
stuck on a horse within 
minutes. Now she is a reg¬ 


ular member of the team 
and is considering moving 
from her home of 20 years 
in Castle Cary to be closer 
to the centre. She not only 
brings an extensive knowl¬ 
edge of horses but as a 
deaf person, she has an¬ 
other way of looking at life 
which can be helpful for 
the youngsters they help. 

She said: “I am much 
more aware of body lan¬ 
guage and visual cues and 
pick up on the ‘stimming’ 
of the autistic children 
which is sometimes due to 
frustration. I can relate to 
them wanting to give up 
trying when they can’t 
communicate.” 

Lilias had heard about 
Robyn’s horse skills and 
was delighted when she ar¬ 
rived out of the blue. Lilias 
commented: “She is the 
most beautiful rider with a 
wealth of knowledge and 
her hearing dogs are an¬ 
other element for the chil¬ 
dren, many of whom are 
normally scared of dogs. 
Robyn’s being therapy 
dogs have a different air 
about them. She can only 
hear a little sound and is 
not able to distinguish 
what people say, she lip 
reads and has incredible 
peripheral vision so we do 
a lot of star jumps in the 
yard to gain her attention.” 

Robyn has two Hearing 
Dogs for the Deaf with her 
when she visits. Wilson is 
a young dog and still learn¬ 
ing, and Chico who is now 
13 and retired due to being 
deaf himself. The dogs are 
trained to get her attention 
when they hear things like 
doorbells, fire alarms and 
telephones and are very 
well behaved and friendly. 

Mother and daughter 
Candy Roberts and Lily 
Allen from Puckington, 
near Ilminster, have also

become regular volunteers 
since October. 

Candy said: “I had the 
number of her phone for 
ages after seeing an advert 
for volunteers in Barley- 
mow’s Farm Shop and 
Lily was being home edu¬ 
cated at the time so we de¬ 
cided to volunteer. 

“I have a pharmacy back¬ 
ground and have worked 
with the elderly and chil¬ 
dren with learning difficul¬ 
ties and we have both 
ridden. The horses are as 
much therapy for me as the 
kids, it’s something I love 
doing and the girls all call 
me mummy Candy now. It 
can be very emotional 
here, we see little miracles 
every day but we have a 
laugh too. Sometimes after 
an afternoon of painting 
horses with the kids, we 
have paint fights to let off 
steam when they go. 

“You have to come here 
armed with a change of 
clothes and expect any¬ 
thing, if one of the kids de¬ 
cides to point a hosepipe at 
you, you have to go with 
the flow.” 

Her daughter Lily is 12 
and still partially home 
schooled. Lily said: “Last 
year my dad left and I was 
really upset, that’s why I 
was home educated. I have 
always wanted to work 
with disabled kids and it’s 
just amazing here. I have 
been to a few yards but this 
is the most different and 
the sensory work is really 
amazing, I’ve learned so 
much. I tried it and it is so 
relaxing lying on a horse, I 
can understand why the 
kids can fall asleep up 
there.” 

Her friend, 14-year-old 
Tree Marshall, who is also 
home schooled, was also 
hooked after tagging along 
one day. She remarked: 
“Candy and Lil had horses 
and taught me to ride, I 
come here as often as I 
can. I love it, it’s so cool, 
the horses are great and the 
people are not at all stuck 
up. 

At some yards you go to 
the horses are out every 
day doing the same thing 
and they seem brain dead, 
here they are much calmer. 
I love the layout too, there 
is loads of space. 

“Lilias uses traditional 
horsemanship methods, 
where they run as a herd 
and at night the stables are 
open so they choose 
whether to be in or out. I 
never knew about circus 
tricks and free schooling 
with four horses galloping 
in a ring and the physio 
and sensory work - it’s all 
a real learning curve.” 

Jess Russell from Ilmin¬ 
ster is 17 and started by 
helping at weekends. She 
is now employed full time 
and doing her apprentice¬ 
ship in horse care at 
Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege. She said: “Working 
here is really good and 


very inspiring and reward¬ 
ing. You can really see an 
improvement in the chil¬ 
dren.” 

Special Horses would 
love to have some male 
volunteers added to the 
mix, even if only to help 
with some of the mainte¬ 
nance jobs or caring for 
the horses. It is not neces¬ 
sary to be involved with 
the children but with Lil¬ 
ias unable to ride they are 
still looking for someone 
with strong skills who can 
do lateral riding. 

They are also desperate 
for a strong horse or two 
with a good temperament 
to take double riding. 

The horses have to be 
extremely tolerant animals 
and so far the team has 
been lucky but need at 
least one more as soon as 
possible, and a loan would 
be considered.

A metallurgist born in Sheffield, he has lived in Ilmin¬ 
ster for 11 years where he works from home, dealing with international com¬ 
panies. Peter very soon became involved in the local community and was a 
governor of Neroche School for four years, as well as spending time on the 
board of Chard Town Football Club. 

Fond of good pint of beer, he was drinking in the George at Donyatt one 
evening when he heard noise from the back room. Setting off to complain he 
came face to face with the Lions, who meet there, and so began his highly com¬ 
mitted involvement with the club, which has recently celebrated its 35th year. 
Peter became acting president after the sad death of Peter Lawrence during his 
presidency in early 2011, taking the reins officially in June.

We will be holding an event on 
February 24th at Broadway Village Hall 
with Mandy Bussell from the Crewkerne 
Lions singing, and Old Dogz NewTrix. 

• ARE you a sportsman at all? 

I am a big Sheffield United fan. I used to 
be an all-round sportsman and played, 
football, cricket, tennis and golf but now 
because of my age, I'm more into playing 
bridge. I used to play two lunatic games, 
golf and bridge and no matter how 
good you thought you were, either 
game would bring you right down to 
earth. 

• WHAT would be your three things 
to have on a desert island? 

A self re-filling barrel of Bank's Bitter, a 
good record collection of all types of 
music and a collection of the works of 
Charles Dickens. 

• IF you could visit a period of history 
where would you go? 

I have always been curious about the 
Boer war, and Rorke's Drift having been 
to South Africa a few times. 

I went to the site of the Normandy land¬ 
ings just when they released 'Saving Pri¬ 
vate Ryan'and when I saw that flag flying 
where I had been and seen it flying, it 
brought a tear to my eye. I have also 


been to Singapore and seen Changi, so 
many different nations lost their lives 
there. We think of being alone in war but 
you realise it extended right across the 
commonwealth. That's why I feel com¬ 
munity is so important, I feel fortunate 
with what I have and think I should put 
back into my own community. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled ambi¬ 
tions? 

Well my daughters bought me a flying 
lesson for my 60th birthday which was 
the best present, so if my children are 
reading this, I'd love a trip around Silver- 
stone. 

Have you ever had any unusual en¬ 
counters? 

I was walking past Claridge's in London 
one day when a whole group footmen 
appeared from a limousine and lined the 
way in for the Queen Mother to get out 
of her car and go in. 

Once I went on a balloon ride over the 
Valley of the Kings - you have to go at 
4am because of the heat. There I was 
ready to meet the others for the balloon 
trip and who should walk through the 
door but my bridge tutor from Taunton. 

• WHAT act of giving as a Lion has 
done your heart the most good? 
Before Christmas we teamed up with the 
Rotary to do the Christmas parties for 
the schoolchildren and this year we ex¬ 
tended it to the pre-school, we always 
enjoy that as much as the kids do. 

Recently we gave a new ground level 
trampoline to Selworthy Special School; 
we wondered how that would work. It is 
made of special strong rubber and is set 
low with small ramps for wheelchairs, 
two of the pupils wheel their chair- 
bound friend on to the trampoline and 
then one holds the front and the other 
the back and they bounce the chair by 
jumping, you should hear the squeals! 

From the extremes of seeing the chil¬ 
dren there and the problems they deal 
with and to be able to give them a small 
amount of pleasure, that's the sort of 
thing you think about when you are 
stood outside collecting on a cold De¬ 
cember day. Also helping with the 
Samaritan's Shoebox Appeal warehouse 
this year and seeing the dedication the 
children put into filling those boxes and 
how keen they were to help us load 
them. All is not lost in our society. 

• IF you won the lottery what would 
you do? 

Well there is the usual stuff everyone 
would probably do but I think it would 
be nice to buy a caravan park, some¬ 
where like Cornwall and have it all fitted 
out with special facilities and attending 
nursing staff so all children could go 
there.

MOST people whatever 
their age want to make 
sure that when they die 
their property and posses¬ 
sions will distributed as 
they would have wanted.

THE 1AM (Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Motorists) is calling 
on the government to work 
with insurers to offer dis¬ 
counts on premiums for 
young drivers who take fur¬ 
ther driver training, ahead 
of the Transport Select 
Committee's report on the 
cost of motor insurance, 
published tomorrow. The 
1AM also wants to see a re¬ 
view of the driving test, to 
ensure that it is fit for pur¬ 
pose. 

The committee of MPs has 
been investigating the high 
cost of motor insurance. 
Premiums have risen signifi¬ 
cantly over the last few 
years and this is having a 
big impact on young driv¬ 
ers. 

The average car insurance 
premium for young males 
aged 17-22 is £2,977*, more 
than three times the aver¬ 
age premium of £907. For 
young females the average 
premium is almost twice as 
much as the average at 


£1,682. The figure for fe¬ 
males will rise further in De¬ 
cember when new gender 
equality laws come into ef¬ 
fect. 

A survey commissioned 
for the committee found 
that 21 per cent of young 
drivers had considered driv¬ 
ing without insurance^, 
and nearly a third (30 per 
cent) have considered alter¬ 
ing the information they 
provide to insurance firms 
in order to secure a lower 
quote. 

A recent 1AM survey of 
2,000 novice young driv- 
ers*2 found that only half 
reported positively on feel¬ 
ing fully prepared for driv¬ 
ing on their own. There is a 
real need to ensure that 
young drivers are fully pre¬ 
pared for driving on their 
own, with reasonable insur¬ 
ance premiums to discour¬ 
age them from breaking the 
law by driving uninsured. 

Seventy four per cent of 
novice drivers said that they

Struggling Stroud up next as Chard 
promotion campaign gets momentum 


T HERE was no rugby football played lo¬ 
cally on the first Saturday of the new 
Year, with all sides having away fixtures, 
apart from the Chard second side who had a 
spare week. 

I toddled off to Dorchester to watch the 
home side come out on top against Corsham 
in the Southern Counties (South) Division. 

YATTON 0 CHARD 69 

IT is said that being in the lead midway 
through a contest brings pressure. 

If this is in fact the case then Chard showed 
no signs of it during their first game of 2012. 
Facing both the slight slope and a young and, 
for the most part, inexperienced outfit, they 
controlled the contest from beginning to end. 

A break by Wagstaff immediately took play 
to the home line where, after a plethora of Yat- 
ton infringements, the referee awarded a 
penalty try that was converted by Nicholls to 
give his side a 7-0 lead with just two minutes 
gone. 

The visitors continued to dominate in all de¬ 
partments and a few minutes later, centre 
Douglas cut an inside line and fed stand off 
Doak who got over. Nicholls again added the 
extras to double Chard's lead. 

More was to come before the break. On the 
twenty minute mark a Doak long miss pass 
found winger Stead in space.

Almost immediately after this the home side 
received their second yellow card of the con¬ 
test and, at this juncture Chard rang the 
changes. 

They had little effect on the scoring how¬ 
ever, for scrum-half Nicholls nipped over by 
the posts and converted the try himself to 
bring up the half-century. 

This was followed by a try by skipper Par¬ 
sons after another Douglas break, and subse¬ 
quently full back Elliott made an incursion into 
the line and got over, with Nicholls again 
adding the extras. 

Chard were out of sight now and it just re¬ 
mained for Hendy to show that anything Par¬ 
sons could do, he could do better. He got over 
and Nicholls kicked his seventh conversion of 
the game to complete the route. 

Chard certainly put down a marker as re¬ 
gards their intentions with this win against 
opposition that was not the strongest. Impor¬ 
tantly they played good rugby while doing so. 
They will need to continue in this vein. 

It was a pretty good day for the Chard club 
all round for, although their second side was 
without a fixture, their thirds came out on top 
in the game against their opposite numbers 
at Wellington 24-17. 

MORGANIANS 0 CREWKERNE 66 

CREWKERNE renewed their promotion chal¬ 
lenge with a vengeance against a rather large 
and lumpy home side who, although they 
competed until the end, could not cope with 
the intensity of their opponents. 

The scene was set early on when, after a 
Godfrey penalty goal had given the visitors 
the lead, they pushed the home eight over 
their own line from a five metre scrummage, 
with number eight Scott Johnson coming up 
with the ball.

In contrast their near rivals, Old Centralians, 
have a more difficult programme in prospect 
and, if things go true to form (which they 
rarely do) Chard could well have widened the 
gap between the sides by the first of February. 

Rugby football is not played on paper how¬ 
ever and, although things have gone well thus 
far, there can be no room for complacency in 
their collective mindset. 

Their second game of 2012 is at home to 
STROUD, a side who occupy a relegation spot 
currently. 

I do seem to remember that, although 
Chard won the earlier encounter in Gloucester 
eventually, they contrived to put their coach 
through a wringer of frustration in the 
process. 

In fact I believe that they were the second 


best side for much of that game, and also suf¬ 
fered no less than three yellow cards during 
the final 10 minutes of play, and they finally 
left their opponents holding the thought and 
opinion that "we was robbed". 

Complacency does not normally figure too 
much in Chard's thinking however and they 
know only too well that this is a most compet¬ 
itive division. I think that they will maintain 
focus and notch a bonus point win. 

CREWKERNE on the other hand, are en¬ 
gaged in a real toughie. They face league lead¬ 
ers NORTH PETHERTON 2nd and will be aware 
of the fact that they were well beaten in the 
earlier game between the sides. 

I do seem to remember that the Henhayes 
side were not at full strength on that occasion 
and were, moreover, not too satisfied with 
their overall performance. 

This is a must win for Crewkerne if they are 
to maintain their promotion challenge. They 
will most certainly have to be at their best if 
they are to achieve it. I just happen to think 
that they will do so. 

Chard seconds do appear to have an easier 
task in prospect for they travel to Wivelis- 
combe seconds, a side from the division's mid¬ 
table and one that they bested very easily 
earlier in the season. 

Wiveliscombe have shown no signs subse¬ 
quently that they will be able to avenge that 
defeat and I think that Chard have the all 
round ability in their ranks to notch a bonus 
point win. 

Chard thirds entertain Wiveliscombe thirds, 
although whether this game will take place I 
know not, for I believe their opponents have 
withdrawn from the league.

G ARY Johnson returned for a second 
spell as manager of Yeovil Town on 
Monday in a bold bid by the club to 
lift the Glovers flagging circumstances that 
has seen them once again occupying a 
place in the npower League One relegation 
zone. 

The 56-year-old's appointment was an¬ 
nounced at a press conference at Huish 
Park where it was also confirmed that for¬ 
mer boss Terry Skiverton would remain at 
the club as Johnson's assistant. 

Johnson joined the Glovers in 2001 and in 
his first season led them to success in the 
FA Trophy where Skiverton, as his captain, 
lifted the cup following a 2-0 victory over 
Stevenage Borough at Villa Park. 

The following year Yeovil gained promo¬ 
tion to the Football League for the first time 
in the club's history and two years later 
were promoted as champions to League 
One. 

His phenomenal success, that even had 
him mentioned as a possible outsider for 
the England national manager's job, saw 
him move to Bristol City in the summer of 
2005 where, within three seasons, he had 
guided the Robins to promotion from 
League One and only missed out on a Pre¬ 


miership place having lost to Blackpool in 
the play-off final at Wembley. 

Rumours of Johnson's return were fuelled 
over the weekend and he took Monday 
morning's training session with Skiverton 
before the official announcement. 

The move has delighted many fans who 
were becoming despondent with the club's 
results this season which has led to them 
struggling under Skiverton's leadership. 

If Johnson was not aware of how bad the 
situation was before he took over, he soon 
found out, as 24 hours later the Glovers 
were cut apart by the Blades as they 
crashed to a dismal 4-0 defeat at Bramall 
Lane. 

Sheffield United completed the double 
over Yeovil having won 1-0 at Huish Park in 
August to go back above 'Steel City' rivals 
Wednesday into an automatic promotion 
spot, whilst the Glovers stay firmly in the 
relegation zone. 

I, like many Yeovil fans, was glad to hear 
that the board have appointed Johnson; I 
have been advocating for a long time that 
Skiverton was not experienced enough for 
the job; and perhaps he can now learn 
some of the skills that he needs to make a 
success in management by understudying 


Johnson. 

It was significant that Johnson made a 
double substitution at half-time on Tuesday 
with things not going Yeovil's way, some¬ 
thing Skiverton would never have done; he 
didn't even use all his substitutes to try and 
change things when they were losing 
against Bournemouth recently. 

Let's hope that Mr Fry has not left it too 
late before making the change.

♦ IT was interesting to receive comments 
from Charlton Athletic fans regarding my re¬ 
cent piece following theAddicks visit to Huish 
Park, where I castigated a couple of their play¬ 
ers for cheating by feigning injury. 

They took my remarks as an attack on their 
team, accusing me of 'sour grapes', and the 
piece being a 'bitter and twisted load of old 
rubbish' just because Yeovil lost, and sug¬ 
gested I concentrate on my own team. 

If they were regular readers of my column 
they would know that is not my style.

I RONICALLY, the day that marked the official in¬ 
stigation of the pre (or post) match respect 
handshake the Perry Street League was sprinkled 
with a higher than average number of red cards.
